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The Bishop Coadjutor’s Column 


Under the pressure of an overburdened schedule I can 
perhaps do no better than send to the Diocese a Christmas 
message, which though written some months ago, still comes 
from my heart. 

If the note of the Advent Season is ‘‘expectation,’’ then 
that of the Christmastide should be ‘‘realization.’’ There 
is something tremendous about the way we yield ourselves 
as a people to the Spirit of Christmas. In spite of excesses, 
in spite of waste and extravagance, the inner note of the 
Yuletide holds us enthralled. This is not to be credited to 


any trumped-up enthusiasm in the churches or to a pag- . 


eantry in city and village life, too often sentimental and 
sometimes entirely commercial. It comes from a wistful- 
ness in the human heart which the recollection of the first 
Christmas Day awakens. Perhaps it springs from a rever- 
ence for childhood, the childhood days of innocence to 
which the adult, distrustful of his sophistication, returns 
for a few brief moments. The Song of the Angels creates 
a song in the heart that keeps one cheerfully courageous 
under the pressure of brutal circumstance. 


What lessons, simple and graphic and yet unutterably 
profound, associate themselves with this blessed season! 
Christmas is the time that glorifies childhood, that exalts 
the heavenly virtues; purity, innocence, simplicity, con- 
fidence or faith; all these Jesus must have seen in the 
upturned face of a little child. 


It is a time that emphasizes brotherhood, a season in 
which men feel moved to give—to share. And this impulse 
is essentially Christian. Upon its fulfillment lies the hope 
of the world. Literally, our very physical existence is now 
utterly dependent upon our sense of human brotherhood. 
It is a time that rectifies standards or judgment. ‘‘He hath 
exalted the humble and meek,’’ so runs the ancient canticle. 
Not to Herod, nor to Caiaphas, nor to Pilate, did the 
revelation come, but to the shepherds, simple folk at their 
daily occupations. We expect our greatest moments of 
spiritual awareness at times and in moods of detachment, 
or religious ecstasy. The Wise Men, it is true, were gazing 
at the stars in the silence of the night watches, but this 
was their habitual occupation; the shepherds were tend- 
ing their flocks under the quiet of a Syrian sky; to these 
at their accustomed tasks, the vision came. 


Christmas is a season that ushers in the Reign of Peace. 
Peace is not given indiscriminately or promiscuously, but 
only to those of good will, those who will the good. Such 
is the better translation, ‘‘Peace on the earth to men of 
good will.’’ One finds the best in life by anticipating it and 
expecting it, that is, the ethically best. It is a contradiction 
in terms for those in whose hearts is rancor or hatred or 
envy or malice or ill will to find peace. Peace comes to the 
receptive, the teachable, the open-minded. How many high 
abstractions of metaphysical speculation end in moral con- 
fusion and despair. One does not tear the rose apart to 
love and appreciate it. Even though this may be a legiti- 
mate function of the botanist in his search for greater 
knowledge, analysis is futile if it be not followed by syn- 
thesis, the putting of things together, for such is the root 
meaning of Jesus’ word ‘‘understanding.’’ 

Finally, this is the season that glorifies the home and 
exalts family life. The theology of Jesus is built around 
the home, and the message of the life of Jesus revolves 
about those sanctities which the Christian Church has 
through the ages sought to illumine and safeguard.

A Communicant’s Packet \ 


All thoughtful churchmen realize that the needs of our 
day require more consecrated and better educated com- 
municants. A longer period of training should be given 
candidates for Confirmation and a wider range of study 
and information reviewed. 


The Committee on Aids to the Clergy is relaying to our 
pastors a suggestive and highly profitable method origi- 
nated by one of our priests in the Diocese of Texas. At the 
time of Confirmation he hands to each one confirmed what 
he calls a ‘‘Communicant’s Packet.’’ It contains the fol- 
lowing : 

(1) The Forward Movement guide, ‘‘My Own Steps 
Forward.’’ (2) ‘‘Prayers New and Old,’’ issued by the 
Forward Movement Commission. (3) A Manual for prep- 
aration for the Holy Communion. (4) A copy of the Parish 
Bulletin, if any. (5) A eopy of the Diocesan paper—here 
the Pacific Churchman. (6) A copy of one of the Church 
weeklies: the Churchman, Living Church, Southern 
Churchman, Witness. (7) A copy of The Spirit of Mis- 
sions. (8) A copy of the pictorial booklet entitled ‘‘Go,’’ 
published by the Forward Movement Commission. (9) A 


eard to be filled out giving certain intimate data, name, 


address, birthday, anniversaries, ete. (10) A pledge ecard 
with a box of Church envelopes. 


In the course of the Confirmation instruction each of 
these items is exhibited and commented upon. If this plan 
is followed, no newly confirmed communicant will here- 
after be ignorant of the available sources of information 
about his Chureh, and none will ask for full communicant 
status without facing his obligation as a steward to sup- 
port the Church’s work at home and abroad. 


Substitutions can, of course, be made, but the experience 
of those who have used this method justifies the effort and 
expense involved. The Bishop Coadjutor of this Diocese, 
as Chairman of the Committee on Aids to the Clergy, com- 
mends this to the earnest attention of the rectors and vicars 
of our Diocese.

Through these resources we are able to assist the church 
where money is needed. For example, the purchasing of 
two beautiful Pavement Lights equipped with Bove Burn- 
ers. These lights have been placed on either side of the 
Chancel. Hymnals for the choir. Repaired the church roof, 
and many other necessities for St. Peter’s. 

At this present writing the Juniors are planning a 
Christmas Turkey Dinner. All food being purchased, pre- 
pared, cooked and served by a committee appointed by the 
president of their membership. Due to the fact the Ju- 
niors function as one enables us to meet with perfect re- 
sults from all our undertakings. 


Church Divinity School News 


Plans for the future financial stabilization of the work 
of the Church Divinity School at Berkeley were approved 
unanimously at the meeting of the finance committee in 
September. The present unity system pledges have one year 
to run after May 1, 1939. The new plan contemplates the 
continuation of the unit system of giving. Under it the 
unit has been reduced to $10 a year so as to bring it easily 
within the range of practically any Church family in the 
West and elsewhere. The number of units necessary for the 
proper functioning of the school is in the neighborhood of 
800. In addition, capital funds amounting to $100,000 will 
be sought for building and other purposes. Assurances of 
support have come from many quarters. The last meeting 
of the provincial synod strongly endorsed the effort. The 
campaign has been set to begin in the spring of 1939. 

The present student body is the largest in the history 
of the school, numbering 25. Represented are sixteen col- 
leges and six Dioceses. The annual matriculation service 
was held on October 5th, with Bishop Parsons, the presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees, officiating. 

Bishop Stevens, Bishop Dagwell and Bishop Remington 
delivered lectures recently at the school, Bishop Stevens’ 
being the first of a series on the Art and Architecture of 
the Church. 

A joint service for the students of the Divinity School 
and the Pacific School of Religion was held in October, 
with Dr. C. C. McCown preaching. A number of sucli ser- 
vices will be held during the year because of the interest 
of the Pacific School students in liturgical worship. 

Every other Wednesday the students are hosts at din- 
ner to a clergyman or professor in the Bay Region, after 
which an informal talk and discussion is held. Recent 
guests have been the Rev. Stanley A. Hunter, the Rev.

All Saints Church, Carmel

The activities of the Church of All Saints in Carmel are 
yery much alive these beautiful autumn days. Early this 
month the Guild of St. Martha, composed of about sixteen 
girls of the younger group, met at the home of the Rector 
and Mrs. Hulsewe to begin sewing on another applique 
quilt which, when finished, will be sent to a children’s 
hospital.

On Wednesday, November 16, the Parish House was used 
for a Dutch Treat Supper Party for all the Faculty of Sun- 
set School. The room was decorated with the gloriously col- 
ored fruits, vegetables and flowers. About twenty-eight sat 
down to supper, after which games were played, with com- 
munity singing following. We are hoping that a Parish 
Supper on these same lines can be arranged some time this 
winter. 


St. Andrew’s Church, Oakland 


St. Andrew’s Church moved its building, remodeled the 
old building into a parish house and built a new church as 
an extension. 

Some interior furnishings remain to be supplied and some 
work still has to be done, which work has been undertaken 
by the Men’s Club. A good heating plant, through the kind- 
ness of one of the families who have been pillars of the 
Church from the beginning, has been installed.

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The Archdeacon’s Letter 


Dear Friends in the Diocese of California: 


During this season of Every Member Canvasses I have 
been running around attending meetings in many places, 
and I hope helping some with their Canvass problems. 
There is no doubt that Canvasses are not always easy, but 
they are always important and when neglected many who 
should be expressing their Church membership do not have 
their financial opportunities brought to their attention. 
There may come a day when we will all do what we ought 
to do without having to be reminded, but when that day 
comes we should change the ‘‘General Confession.’’ 

Once again I visited our delightful mission of St. Co- 
lumba at Inverness. No resident clergyman is there and the 
confirmation class which the Rev. Irving Spencer had be- 
gun to teach before he went East I had the pleasure of in- 
structing. Five were added to our communicant list when 
Bishop Block went there, November 13th. There are some 
lay people at Inverness who are greatly interested in 
Church progress and work faithfully. 

Then once more I visited Brentwood and Pittsburg. At 
Brentwood I made eleven calls on a Saturday afternoon 
and celebrated the Holy Communion for the devoted mem- 
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bers of St. Alban’s at 8:00 on Sunday morning. Driving 
on to Pittsburg I had the joy of talking to the Church 
School and being with the Rev. Milton Terry, and meeting 
the officers. 

As I look over the calendar I find that I had numerous 
dinners at various Parishes and Missions during the past 
month. These ‘‘get-together’’ affairs are jolly occasions 
and I look forward to them: St. Franczis, All Saints’, Trin- 
ity and St. Cyprian’s, San Francisco; St. Andrew’s, Oak- 
land, and St. Edmund’s, Richmond. 


At Capitola, which is now without a Vicar, I find the 
congregation ready to carry on regularly until one comes. 
There are two lay readers on the job. | 


Once in a while I have an opportunity to talk about th 
missionary work of the Church in and out of the Diocese 
in Parishes. The good Rector of St. Luke’s, San Francisco, 
invited me to preach at St. Luke’s and, of course, I ac- 
cepted with glee. St. Luke’s is famous for its male quartet. 


At Gilroy I found some boys cleaning up the grounds 
and hauling away piles of rubbish. The boys have also re- 
moved a lot of dirt from under the Church, but there is 
still enough left to make life happy for the termites. The 
Guild has had the floor of the Parish Hall sanded and 
waxed and it looks as though everything was being done to 
give the young people and their elders a good dance. Some 
interesting work in Church cooperation is being carried 
on at Gilroy. A young boy is the peppy organist. 

At Hollister, where the Rev. Enoch Jones is also Vicar, 
two services are held on Sunday morning, 7 :30 and 9:00. 
The 9:00 o’clock service is well attended and consists of 
many children as well as of adults. 


It was my privilege to visit Trinity, San Jose, one Sun- 
day afternoon and I found the Rector absent. The organ 
fuse blew out and the choir, mostly of young people, car- 
ried on without accompaniment. Trinity has just about fin- 
ished the most successful Canvass in its history. 


The California Farm Bureau Federation invited minis- 
ters from rural fields to attend its recent convention in 
Sacramento and the Rev. Lloyd Thomas and I went from 
this Diocese. We had a close-up picture of the farmers’ 
problems and with their ideals and hopes. The time was 
well spent and worthwhile, and many friendships made. 

Since last writing I have received a hundred and ten dol- 
lars for the Paso Robles Vicarage and a hundred dollars 
for the Walnut Creek debt. Hurrah!

A Bulletin for Parents 


This Bulletin for Parents is issued four times a year,

ing Christian family life. 
A Christian Christmas 


Advent is the season of preparing for the Coming of 
Christ. Your children’s attitude toward this great Chris- 
tian Festival will be determined by the atmosphere pro- 
vided at home. Often the true meaning of Christmas is 
obscured by the exhausting secular preparations. It is your 
privilege as parents to help the children understand and 
appreciate the religious significance of the season, and pre- 
pare for the Coming of the Christ. These days before 
Christmas are precious. Here are some suggestions for 
things you might do: 

1. With the first plans for Christmas, discuss the real 
meaning of the season with the children. 

2. Choose Christmas cards that represent the religious 
interpretation. Make a collection of the religious cards that 
are received in the home, and add to the collection each 
year. The cards might be kept in a special Christmas note- 
book. Some children have made their own cards to send 
to their friends. 

3. Make plans for gifts far enough ahead so that the 
children may help to make some of them. A thoughtfully 
planned, homemade gift will mean much more than a hast- 
ily purchased one. 

4. Prepare your own decorations as far as possible, and 
explain their symbolism. (The pamphlet ‘‘How Shall a 
Christian Family Celebrate Christmas?’’, by Leidt, will 
be helpful in this.) Let the children share in decorating 
the home and the tree. 

5. Practice the Christmas carols so that they will be 
loved in their familiarity. 

6. Read together the stories of Christmas in other lands, 
Christmas legends and customs, good Christmas plays, 
stories, and poems. (See list.) 

7. Relate the St. Nicholas legend of Santa Claus so that 
it becomes a ‘‘legend of joy and good-will which children 
and grown-ups alike may help to make true.’’ The ‘‘ Letter 
to Virginia’’ is a vivid current presentation. 

8. Make plans for sharing Christmas joy with others. 
If you want to plan a Christmas for another family, be 
sure to do it through one of the social agencies in your 
community. You may want to send gifts to our Diocesan 
missions and institutions (through your parish treasurer), 
to the China Emergency Fund (281 Fourth avenue, New 
York), to the relief of Christians and Jews in Germany 
(American Committee for Christian German Refugees, 
287 Fourth avenue, New York), to an organization working 
for world, peace, for the missionary work of our Church 
throughout the world. 

9. Set up the creche as the center of your Christmas 
decorations. If you want to buy one already made, the 
Chureh Book Shop has them at various prices. Many fami- 
lies have made their own, by building a simple stable out 
of wood, dressing dolls in the appropriate clothes, and pur- 
chasing animals from toy-shops. Prints of the Old Masters, 
books, art museums may be referred to for costumes, colors, 
and groupings. Figures may be purchased in the ten-cent 
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stores, or cardboard figures may be made by the children. 
Remind the children that it was St. Francis who made the 
first creche, in a grotto, where he used real animals to 
make a picture for the people, that they might understand 
the true meaning of Christmas. 


10. Prepare a Christmas service to use at home, with 
the story from Luke 2:1-20, the carols, and Christmas 
prayers for others. 


11. Plan to attend Church as a family on Christmas 
Day. 

12. Gift books for the family might include some of the 
following, in addition to the Bible, Prayer Book and Hymn 
Book: 


Children 5 to 8: The Christ-Clild, Maude and Miska 
Petersham; Doubleday, Doran, 1931; $2.00. Bible Books 
for Little People, Chalmers and Entwistle; 25¢ each; Nel- 
son; set of 12.

Church Committee for China Relief Appeal 


Christmas will not be a time of feasting for 30 million 
Chinese refugees this year. Hundreds of thousands of them 
have found safety in Church and Mission compounds, but 
unless we hold up the hands of our missionaries, many of 
them will starve on our doorsteps this winter. 

It costs only 3 cents a day to save the life of one such, but 
even so it will take at least 20 million dollars this year to 
meet this added responsibility which has come to the Church. 
America gave seven millions to Japan after the Tokyo earth- 
quake, but it has given only half a million to the Red Cross 
for China. The Churches and the Mission Boards could not 
let matters stand thus, and they have set up the Church 
Committee for China Relief to do something about it. This 
Committee is the most widely cooperative interdenomina- 
tional enterprise the churches have ever launched for the 
relief of suffering. It needs and deserves the help of every 


one to make it possible for the Church to continue to preach 
the gospel in China in deed as well as in word. Contributions 
ean be sent in through local Churches, or direct to the Com.

The Church Forum

‘‘Toward Unity’’ was the subject of a stirring forum 
held on November 3rd in Christ Church, Alameda. The 
members of the local branch of the Women’s Auxiliary 
were the gracious hostesses for a box luncheon, which pre- 
ceded the meeting. Mrs. Hall, president of the Oakland 
Women’s Council of Churches, was our guest. 

The Forum was conducted under the able leadership of 
Mrs. F’. B. Nourse, educational secretary, who stimulated 
our interest in the subject of unity by outlining the ac- 
complishments since 1910, when Bishop Brent conceived 
the idea for an international and interdenominational con- 
ference of churches. The first was held in Lausanne in 
1927, and another in Edinburgh in 1937. The barriers of 
language, race, cultural background, nationalities and self- 
sufficiency were in contrast with the unity of spirit, ser- 
vice and fellowship. 

Mrs. John Pigott spoke on the Edinburgh conference on 
‘Faith and Order,’’ when the delegates looked within the 
church for the meaning of ‘‘faith;’’ ‘‘The Grace of Our 
Lord Jesus,’’ ‘‘Word of God,’’ ‘‘Sacraments’’ and ‘‘Com- 
munion of Saints.’’ From these discussions came the knowl- 
edge that the Church has the real truth and a respect of 
one Christian’s opinion for another’s. During the industrial 
expansion man gained faith in himself, which was shaken 
by the world war. Conferences on ‘‘life and work’’ re- 
sulted. The first being held in Stockholm, Sweden, in 1925, 
followed by the Oxford conference in 1937. In contrast to 
these, a recent conference of 800 free-thinkers held in Lon- 
don shows that humanity is becoming dechristianized and 
the world today is challenged to make a choice. 

Mrs. Vera Millis spoke on ‘‘ Christian attitudes in a cha- 
otic world,’’ pointing out that the mind of Christ alone 
shines in the world. Knowledge is not enough; we must 
serve God with our minds as well as our hearts, asking 
ourselves ‘‘what would Jesus have me do here and now?”’ 
After reading with us Bishop Brent’s prayer for peace, 
Mrs. Millis enlarged on the subjects of good will, toler- 
ance, neighborliness, righteousness, unity and peace, con- 
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cluding with an inspiring poem, ‘‘Give Me Wide Walls \ 
to Build My House of Life.’’ 
Mrs. Robert Vickery, speaking on ‘‘The Church and the \ 
Community,’’ gave us some mortar for the ‘‘walls of life’’ & \\ 


in her practical address, sketching the history of the 
Church in the lives of the community up to the present 
day, when we are faced with an apathy of religious val- SS 
ues. Contrasting this with the values men place on tem- 
poral things, how can the Church make its values vivid? 
Gonerete values drive men on, unseen values are slower to 
discern. The lack of unity amongst 200 divisions in the 
Christian world is being faced by world conferences of the 
student groups as well as the elder groups. 

Youth is eager and our Church is challenged to do some- 
thing about the problems confronting life today. The 
Church is a fellowship built on the personality of Christ.

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Findings of the Conference on Charch Unity, 
Held at St. Margaret’s House on November 
12th-13th, 1938 


This conference on Church Unity, through its reports, 
discussions, and intensive interchange of ideas, has been an 
enlightening and revealing experience to all of us who had 
the joy of attending its sessions. Enlightening in that we 
came to appreciate clearly the differences of doctrine and 
organization that separate the various churches of the fol- 
lowers of Christ; and revealing, in that it has brought us 
a realization of what we, as individuals and members of 
groups, can do towards bringing about a unity and closer 
harmony of understanding among the Christian denomina- 
tions. We have grasped more clearly the idea of how to 
proceed towards our common goal—a kinship in worship 
transcending all barriers, based on one-ness—on the prin- 
ciple of love, which does not know how to divide itself: into 
different camps. 

Bishop Parsons opened the conference with an address, 
in the Church Divinity School Chapel, on ‘‘The Edinburgh 
Conference,’’ in which he described the spirit and the ac- 
complishment of that meeting. 

After the Bishop’s address we proceeded to Saint Mar- 
garet’s House, where we heard reports from parish repre- 
sentatives on the history of the following Churches: Roman 
Catholic, Eastern Orthodox, Episcopal, Lutheran, Presby- 
terian, Baptist, Methodist, and Congregational. Vespers 
followed. After dinner, Dr. Ralph M. Davis, of the Pres- 
byterian Church in Oakland, and Bishop Parsons presented 
various observations of the trend toward unity between the 
Presbyterian and Episcopal Churches. Dr. Davis opened 
the evening with a brief account of the close relationship 
between the two Churches in the course of their develop- 
ment, and Bishop Parsons traced the specific trends in their 
relationship during the last four years. The keynote in 
Dr. Davis’ talk was the fact that although the two Churches 
had many points in difference, they also have many points

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in common. During the Commonwealth and Restoration 
Periods they were bitter rivals and persecutors of each 
other, but with the passing years increased toleration and 
cooperation have spread to all parts of the world. 

After Holy Communion and breakfast on Sunday morn- 
ing, four reports were heard from the College Groups on 
the Edinburgh Conference: Stanford Club gave an intro- 
duction and a discussion of the Doctrine of Grace; Cran- 
mer Club of California spoke of the Church, the Word 
of God and the Communion of Saints; the Mills College 
group reported on the Ministry and the Sacraments, and 
the San Jose group on the Church’s Unity in Life and 
Worship. Three discussion groups followed, to consider 
the material presented in these reports. 

In the afternoon, following a talk given by Professor 
John Bennett on ‘‘The World Council of Churches,’’ the 
final discussion was held on ‘‘Next Steps in Practical 
Chureh Unity.’’ Ideas were offered by members of the 
conference, and included (1) Study our own Chureh and 
its teachings, (2) Study other denominations, (3) Par- 
ticipate in already established efforts, (4) Fellowship with 
other Church young people, (5) Findings from this con- 
ference sent to all its members, (6) A committee elected 
to prepare a study guide for groups to use in meeting 
with Presbyterians, and reports to be sent in to the com- 
mittee. 

The Annual Diocesan Service for Students and Young 
People was held at 7 o’clock that evening in Grace Chapel 
at the Cathedral. Dr. Randolph C. Miller preached an excel- 
lent sermon on ‘‘Church Unity’’ to about 250 young people.

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Findings of the Conference on Church Unity, 
Held at St. Margaret’s House on November 
12th-13th, 1938 


This conference on Church Unity, through its reports, 
discussions, and intensive interchange of ideas, has been an 
enlightening and revealing experience to all of us who had 
the joy of attending its sessions. Enlightening in that we 
eame to appreciate clearly the differences of doctrine and 
organization that separate the various churches of the fol- 
lowers of Christ; and revealing, in that it has brought us 
a realization of what we, as individuals and members of 
groups, can do towards bringing about a unity and closer 
harmony of understanding among the Christian denomina- 
tions. We have grasped more clearly the idea of how to 
proceed towards our common goal—a kinship in worship 
transcending all barriers, based on one-ness—on the prin- 
ciple of love, which does not know how to divide itself into 
different camps. 

Bishop Parsons opened the conference with an address, 
in the Chureh Divinity School Chapel, on ‘‘The Edinburgh 
Conference,’’ in which he described the spirit and the ac- 
complishment of that meeting. 

After the Bishop’s address we proceeded to Saint Mar- 
garet’s House, where we heard reports from parish repre- 
sentatives on the history of the following Churches: Roman 
Catholic, Eastern Orthodox, Episcopal, Lutheran, Presby- 
terian, Baptist, Methodist, and Congregational. Vespers 
followed. After dinner, Dr. Ralph M. Davis, of the Pres- 
byterian Church in Oakland, and Bishop Parsons presented 
various observations of the trend toward unity between the 
Presbyterian and Episcopal Churches. Dr. Davis opened 
the evening with a brief account of the close relationship 
between the two Churches in the course of their develop- 
ment, and Bishop Parsons traced the specific trends in their 
relationship during the last four years. The keynote in 
Dr. Davis’ talk was the fact that although the two Churches 
had many points in difference, they also have many points

and a Happy New Year 
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in common. During the Commonwealth and Restoration 
Periods they were bitter rivals and persecutors of each 
other, but with the passing years increased toleration and 
cooperation have spread to all parts of the world. 

After Holy Communion and breakfast on Sunday morn- 
ing, four reports were heard from the College Groups on 
the Edinburgh Conference: Stanford Club gave an intro- 
duction and a discussion of the Doctrine of Grace; Cran- 
mer Club of California spoke of the Church, the Word 
of God and the Communion of Saints; the Mills College 
group reported on the Ministry and the Sacraments, and 
the San Jose group on the Church’s Unity in Life and 
Worship. Three discussion groups followed, to consider 
the material presented in these reports. 

In the afternoon, following a talk given by Professor 
John Bennett on ‘‘The World Council of Churches,’’ the 
final discussion was held on ‘‘Next Steps in Practical 
Chureh Unity.’’ Ideas were offered by members of the 
conference, and ineluded (1) Study our own Chureh and 
its teachings, (2) Study other denominations, (3) Par- 
ticipate in already established efforts, (4) Fellowship with 
other Church young people, (5) Findings from this con- 
ference sent to all its members, (6) A committee elected 
to prepare a study guide for groups to use in meeting 
with Presbyterians, and reports to be sent in to the com- 
mittee. 

The Annual Diocesan Service for Students and Young 
People was held at 7 o’clock that evening in Grace Chapel 
at the Cathedral. Dr. Randolph C. Miller preached an excel- 
lent sermon on ‘‘Church Unity’’ to about 250 young people.

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Book Notes 


Edited by Randolph Crump Miller. 
By the Faculty of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific. 


A book which is written primarily for young people, but 
which needs to be read by all who deal with young people, 
is Bernard Meland’s ‘‘ Write Your Own Ten Command- 
ments’’ (Willett, Clark & Co., $1.50). He recommends 
working out a design for living to fit modern needs by 
writing one’s own set of rules. Ten vital ‘‘ecommandments”’ 
of his own composition are presented as a pattern ; one being 
to keep ‘‘a growing edge,’’ another to “‘eultivate an imquir- 
ing spirit,’’ and others deal with the play spirit, seeing 
faets clearly, and cultivating a healthy sex love. Fimally, 
we must cultivate mutuality, and commit ourselves to 
Supreme Reality. 

For those who desire a comprehensive survey of what is 
being done in New Testament criticism, we recommend 
Floyd Filson’s ‘‘The Origins of the Gospels’’ (Abingdon 
Press, $2.00). He gives a considered picture of the present 
state of gospel research in terms which the ordimary reader 
ean understand and use. At the end of each chapter there 
is a section which deals with the use to be made of eritical 
gospel study by the minister. There is an excellent bibliog- 
raphy. 

That the art of parish administration is not as simple as 
it seems is the conclusion drawn after perusing Don Fenn’s 
**Parish Administration’’ (Morehouse-Gorham, $3.50). The 
aim of the author is to present valuable material which can 
be applied to parishes of all stripes of churchmanship. 

Alfred Murray’s ‘‘Psychology for Christian Teachers’’ 
(Round Table Press, $2.00) should be placed in the hands 
of all church school teachers. The primary thesis is the 
eorrelation between the needs and experiences of children 
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It clearly shows what the aims of teachers should be, how 
they ean appeal to pupils, and it is full of many helpful 
illustrations. No ehurch school ean afford to be without 
this simply written book. 


Camp St. Andrew 


Camp St. Andrew reports progress. Their winter session 
is in full swing, with eighteen boys im attendance. The 
boys attend school daily im Calistoga, and after school and 
on Saturday they work around Camp. A Four H program 
has been started in Camp, and the boys are greatly inter- 
ested in their projects, raising animals. 

Durimg the summer four of the boys took their stock, a 
pig and four lambs, to four County Fairs and won several 
prizes. A project of this kind, giving boys a chanee to get 
their feet on the ground, is one of the best ways of helping 
boys to adjust themselves to life’s problems. 

A building is being started at Camp that will help to 
house the boys more comfortably. The building is needed 
this year, and the eapacity will be increased to twenty-four 
boys. 

The Camp is on the property of Norman B. Livermore, 
who donates the use of it for the boys and their work. 

The Young People’s Fellowship of the Good Samaritan 
Mission have found their niche in the Church’s program. 
With the kindly assistance of Dr. Turner, a plan was worked 
out in which the young people handle the entire service each 
Sunday evening. 

The attendance has remained very constant for these 
services. The Y. P. F. took over in September and the at- 
tendanece has been between twenty-five and thirty-five each 
evening so far to date.
